Before last year's cotton crop 


^ the government calclators figured 


the world was over-producing, and 
cracked down hard on acreage al- 
lowances in the United States. It 
was an

Actually, the world

—and government had to do a com- 
plete about-face, throwing off all 
restrictions on this year's planting. 


We have much the same picture 


from time to time in many major 


4' agricultural products. There are ex- 


ceptions, of course. The dairy and 
potalo farmers ot the North were 
scandalously 
over-supported 
for 


several years. 


But generally speaking agricul- 


ture is entitled to the same consid- 
eration that heavy industry gets 
when making heavy capital invest- 
ments in tooling up for crisis pro- 
duction. In some respects the rela- 
tive farm investment is just about
